Rain, rain go away, „ 
again some other day, is 
anthem of wheat farmers _ 
day. Rain has held up thresh¬ 
ing practically all week. A light 
rain just about noon Monday 
stopped harvesting for Monday 
and most of Tuesday. Another 
shower Wednesday about 4 p.m. 
stopped operations again, and 
then Thursday, throughout the 
entire forenoon, rai n fell nearly 
steadily, and even combines will 
not be able to turn a wheel until 
Monday at least. Probably 40 
p.c. of th e wheat crop is either 
threshed or combined. 

Many fields are cut and stook 
ed, and this grai n will be alright 
Uncut fields will he O.K. if we 
have no hot days and wind, in 
which case grain will shell badly. 
There are some fields still wait 
ing for combines. 

Beets will benefit greatly by 
th e added moisture a s it will 
add weight to them and also 
help the sugar content when the 
sun comes out again on the 
fields. Hay and pastures will 
benefit, although it begins to 
look a s if no third cutting of 
alfalfa will be general although 
a third crop wWi be taken off 
some fields. 

Grain is averaging well, el¬ 
evator men estimating the mark 
etable crop at around 900,000 
bushels, possibly to 925,000 pra¬ 
ctically all of it grading No. 1, 
and the estimated average yield 
at 32 bushels per acre.

Cotton grown in the United 
States sets the standard for 
the world. Mqch cotton is grow n 
(elsewhere, but little of the long 
staple crop which has brought 
both wealth and poverty to 
the South, But if th© world 
ouside America grows more 
cqtton, whatever its quality, 
the effects are bound to be felt 
in he cotton States. 

There is grave apprehension 
in the South over the social 
and economic effects which arc 
likely to follow the introduction 
of a successful cotton-picking 
machine. Another reason for 
anxiety is that Argentina is 
ready to adopt mechanical 
cotton-picking. The National 
Cotton Board of Argentina, in 
recommending the use of cotton 
picking machinery, says that 
the substitution of machine 
power for man power will not 
create unemployment, since Ar¬ 
gentina faces a shortage of 
labor in its cotton-growing 
areas. 

But by the shift to machin¬ 
ery, it is said, “the sown area 
will be greatly increased in 
zones where the population is 
relatively sparse.” The world

J. GOLDEN KIMBALL KILL 

ED IN AUTO ACCIDENT 

J. Golden Kimball, aged 83, 
one of the First Presidents of 
Seventies in the Church, and a 
brother of Hyrum Kimball of 
Raymond, was instantly killed 
Friday night of last week while 
motoring in Nevada. 

Tho story states that with 
other reatives, they were trav¬ 
elling on the main highway 
and came to a detour sign made 
necessary by a washout in the 
road. The driver apparently mis 
judged the speed of the car ai\d 
when he tried to turn off the 
main road, the car tipped over 
and Elder Kimball was instant¬ 
ly killed, from reports being the 
only one in the car seriously in 
jured. 

He was a popular speaker a- 
mongst the General authorities 
and bad visited the Stake s in 
Southern Alberta on many occas 
ions.

Some 200 miles of Alberta 
highways have been given bit¬ 
uminous surfacing this season, 
acocrding to an official report 
which the Alberta Motor Asoc- 
iation has received from the pro¬ 
vincial public works department. 

Started earlier in the year, 
many of these bituminous sur¬ 
facing projects have been com¬ 
pleted, leaving only a few to be 
finished in the next few weeks. 

The “seal coat”, which is se¬ 
cond course surfacing, has been 
laid on an extensive part of the 
main highway system this year. 
Stretches between Edmonton 
and Millet, Calgary to Banff and 
Calgary to Okotoks, have been 
included in the “seal coat” pro¬ 
gram. 

The public works department 
also has been engaged with 127 
miles of gravel surfacing and 66 
miles of grading, all forming a 
fart of Die current ios'i’ii s

There however "H# vittir 
point whore parents nm^ guard* 
ians c t.i assist ijol uqlv in mak* 
ing for greateV success in tho 
scholastic subjects, but also in 
huikb’nr-character in boyi 
and girls, and that is the matter 
of discipline. We arc of the op 
inion ( hat unless a parent know, 
absolutely that a teacher is in 
the wrong with . respect to cor 
re< ling qhjidivr Jlhey should up- 
hmn the* teacher in the correct¬ 
ive measures that are nnplfri 
Every lx>y and every girl has a 
little c,f the seeds ol mischief in 
them. They never go through 
school without ; getting into a 
few scrapes, and if the teacher 
feels that a child has parents 
who will condemn him of her for 
every correction they indict on 
that child, then they hesitate to 
do whaf they know $h.*uld be 
done. The result, a child that is 
uneontreliable to a large extent 
and a menace to society in many 
cases. 

We are not maintaining that 
a teacher is always right. Un¬ 
fortunately a teacher allows his 
or her nerves to become frayed 
and will make mistakes. But far 
better to uplink! the teacher be¬ 
fore the. child at any rate, and 
then go quietly to the teacher 
and straighten things out, than 
t? fly off the handle and condemn 
teachers in front of the children. 
Everyone appreciates respect 
and obedience. We may get it. 

Another point is the prepara¬ 
tion of lessons. Students wIid 
attend shows and dances on the 
nights during school week are 
hardh able to give sufficient pi\ - 
paration to lessons to make the 
propei* showing. Work and play 
s huld be arranged so that if 
r. id-week entertainments do 
arise, homework may lie prepar¬ 
ed first either in study periods, 
or at home before entertain¬ 
ments start so that the student 
is prepared for his next day of 
schooling. 

A good honest co-operathn on 
the part of parents in these two 
masters would do a great deal 
to raise the passing averages of 
our schools and would make for 
a far higher merage percentage 
throughout all the grades. 
When we consider that a third 
of the child’s day foi twelve 
years is spent in school ti get 
him or her out of High.School, 
the importance of co-operation 
in these matters begin to as¬ 
sume theii prop?r proportions 
and we should co-operate to the 
fullest possible extent in these 
mattei s.
